STILL  BIRTHS. 

After  correction  for  transfer  there  were  18  still  births  allocat- 
ed to  the  county  in  1961  giving  a rate  of  15  per  1,000  total  births, 
which  compares  with  23  still  births  and  a rate  of  19  in  1960.  The 
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rate  for  Scotland,  in  1961  was  20.8  per  1,000  total  births.  Of  the  18 
still  births  in  1961  16  occurred  in  hospitals  or  maternity  homes 
and  2 in  domiciliary  confinements. 


DEATHS.

The  deaths  in  children  under  4 weeks  numbered  19  giving  a 
neo-natal  death  rate  of  16  per  1,000  live  births.  The  corresponding 
rate  for  Scotland  in  1961  was  17.9  per  1,000  live  births. 

DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  numbered  7 in  1961 
compared  with  7 in  1960  and  4,  14,  8,  8,  and  7,  in  the  years  1959  to 
1955  respectively.  Of  the  7 deaths  in  1961,  all  were  due  to  pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis.  Four  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65 
years  of  age. 

The  death  rate  for  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  was  0.09  in  1961. 
For  the  pulmonary  form  of  the  disease  the  rate  was  0.9  as  in  1960. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  the  non-pulmonary  form  of  the 
disease.  The  corresponding  rates  for  Scotland,  in  1961  were. 
Tuberculosis  (all  forms)  0.09  ; Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  0.08  ; Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  0.01  per  100,000. 

DEATHS  FROM  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  infectious  diseases,  due  to  Influenza, 
giving  a death  rate  of  0.05.  The  rate  for  Scotland  in  1961  was 
0.08  per  100,000. 

SENILE  DEATHS. 

The  number  of  persons  attaining  the  age  of  65  years  of  age 
and  upwards  was  694  giving  a senile  death  rate  of  70.5  per  100 
deaths.

Of  the  782  births  in  the  area  during  1961,  84  or  11%  were 
born  at  home  and  698  or  89%  in  the  Maternity  Homes  (Fyfe- 
Jamieson  432  or  55%  : Charleton  266  or  34%).  Of  all  births  al- 
located to  Angus  after  transfer,  i.e.  1165  live  births  plus  18  still 
births  only  84  or  7.2%  were  born  at  home,  compared  with  7.9%

The  number  of  Nurses  employed  full  time  by  the  County 
Council  and  undertaking  the  combined  duties  of  midwifery  and 
home  nursing  remained  at  24  during  the  year  (i.e.  excluding  the 
Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent)  and  1 puE^e  1 
Perthshire  employed  part-time  for  the  Glenisla  district.  Throng 
out  the  year  the  Montrose  Burgh  District  again  operated  1 under 
their  complement  of  4 Nurses.

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In  addition  to  the  ante-natal  supervision  of  expectant  mothers 
booked  to  be  confined  at  home,  the  Nurses  also  give  ante-natal 
supervision  to  all  mothers  booked  for  confinement  at  the  Fyfe- 
Jamieson  or  Charleton  Maternity  Homes.  During  the  year,  1.232 
expectant  mothers  received  5,164  ante-natal  visits  from  the  Dis- 
trict Nurses. 

All  District  Nurse/Midwives  are  trained  in  the  use  of  gas  and 
air  analgesia  and  each  of  the  22  nursing  districts  in  the  county  is 
equipped  with  gas  and  air  analgesic  apparatus.  In  1961.  of  the  83 
domiciliary  confinements  undertaken  by  the  Nurses  42  received 
gas  and  air  analgesia,  and  in  21  cases  pethidine  analgesia  was 
administered. 

The  Medical  supervision  of  the  Midwives  is  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  while  the  County  Nursing  Superinten- 
dent carries  out  the  non-medical  supervision  in  terms  of  the  1915 
Midwives  Act. 


2.  CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 


The  ante-natal  supervision  of  the  expectant  mother  as  ex- 
plained in  previous  reports  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurse/ 
Midwife  by  home  visitations.  Not  only  are  the  cases  who  engage 
the  District  Nurse  to  attend  at  the  confinement  in  the  patient’s  own 
home  so  visited,  but  also  the  cases  booked  for  confinement  at  the 
Maternity  Homes  at  the  Fyfe-Jamieson,  Forfar,  and  Charleton, 
Montrose,  are  given  the  same  supervision  on  notification  by  the 
Matron.  Following  the  births,  visits  are  paid  by  the  District  Nurse 
or  Health  Visitor  to  advise  on  matters  concerning  the  care  of  the 
child  and  the  mother’s  welfare.

CHILD  WELFARE 

In  addition  to  these  domiciliary  visitations  referred  to  above, 
child  welfare  clinic  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  Forfar,  Brechin, 
Montrose,  Carnoustie  and  Monifieth  at  which  advice  on  maternal 
and  child  welfare  matters  is  given  by  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff. 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  and  vaccination  against  Small- 
pox is  also  provided.  During  1961  a total  of  1,132  children  attended

In  Montrose  mothercraft  sessions  for  expectant  mothers,  es- 
pecially for  those  expecting  their  first  baby  are  also  held,  and 
during  1961  35  expectant  mothers  attended  these  sessions  on  140 
occasions. 

DENTAL  CARE. 

During  the  year  97  cases  were  given  dental  treatment  under 
the  Local  Authority’s  Scheme  for  the  dental  care  of  the  expectant 
and  nursing  mother  and  pre-school  child.  Treatment  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Council  Dental  Staff  as  an  extension  of  the  School 
Dental  Service.  Cases  are  seen  by  appointment  at  the  nearest  burgh 
clinic.  All  cases  were  inspected  and  treated  during  the  year.  Of 
the  97  cases  25  were  nursing  mothers,  72  were  children  under 
school  age,  involving  59  attendances  from  the  mothers  and  108 
from  the  children  as  follows  : —

EYES. 

During  1961  30  children  under  5 years  of  age,  mainly  suffer- 
ing from  squint,  were  referred  for  specialist  advice  and  treat- 
ment through  the  School  Medical  Service.  All  children  entering 
school  at  the  age  of  5 years,  at  the  routine  medical  examination 
are  eye  tested  in  accordance  with  D.H.S.  Circular  43/1957. 

MOTHERS’  ADVISORY  SERVICE. 

During  1961  General  Practitioners  referred  149  married 
women  for  advice  on  birth  control  where  it  was  considered  that 
further  pregnancies  would  be  detrimental  to  the  mother’s  health. 
All  cases  are  seen  by  appointment  at  special  sessions  held  in  the 
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clinics  at  Arbroath,  Forfar,  Brechin,  Montrose  and  Carnoustie, 
and  at  Monifieth  after  the  child  welfare  clinic  sessions.  In  addit- 
ion to  these  new  cases  247  cases  were  re-called  for  “ check-up  ” 
involving  in  all  487  examinations. 

Since  this  service  started  in  May,  1951  the  Arbroath  Burgh 
cases,  which  are  the  responsibility  of  Arbroath  Town  Council  as 
Local  Health  Authority,  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  County 
Scheme  by  the  County  Medical  Staff  and  in  that  time  almost 
700  married  women  from  Arbroath  Burgh  have  received  the  ser- 
vice. As  from  1st  October,  1961  the  Arbroath  burgh  cases  have 
been  seen  by  the  Burgh  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr  Sheila 
Tocher,  who  succeeded  Dr  Setten  on  his  retirement  at  the  end  of 
June.

WELFARE  FOODS. 

These  foods  are  supplied  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  a 
contribution  to  the  National  Exchequer  is  made  by  the  recipients 
by  way  of  stamps.  The  local  authority  is  only  concerned  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  these  foods — National  Dried  Milk  for  infant  feeding, 
Orange  Juice  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  for  children,  and  Vitamin  Tablets 
for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  In  the  rural  areas  these  foods 
are  distributed  by  nurse  when  making  her  routine  monthly  visits 
under  the  infant  welfare  scheme,  but  for  older  children  the  foods 
are  obtained  at  the  nurse’s  cottage  on  Wednesdays  between  the 
hours  of  3.30  and  4.30  p.m.  In  the  burghs  the  foods  are  obtained 
at  the  local  clinics  during  the  infant  welfare  sessions.  At  Kirrie- 
muir the  distribution  is  undertaken  by  the  Local  W.V.S.  at  the  Red 
Cross  Centre.  At  Ferryden,  the  wife  of  the  local  headmaster  un- 
dertakes distribution  at  the  school  premises.  A few  cases  still  re- 
quest delivery  by  post,  but  in  these  cases  the  postage  has  to  be  pre- 
paid by  the  recipient  and  during  1961  only  5 persons  requested 
dried  milk  by  post  each  on  one  occasion.

, ,.Purinf  the  year  5 full-time  health  visitors  were  engaged  on  all 
U3.  ,^lslting.  duties  including  tuberculosis  and  school  health  work 
while  18  district  nurses  were  employed  in  the  combined  duties  of 
home  nursing,  midwifery  and  health  visiting.  The  full-time  health 
visitors  cover  the  burghs  of  Forfar,  Brechin,  Montrose  and  Car- 
noustie and  District  Health  Visitors  are  conceined  with  the  care  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children  referred  to  in 
the  last  section;  the  care  of  the  tuberculous  and  their  family  con- 
tacts referred  to  in  the  section  on  tuberculosis;  the  school  nursing 
service  which  entails  school  visitations  to  assist  at  the  annual  in- 
spection and  monthly  visitations  regarding  the  cleanliness  of  the 
school  children  and  where  necessary  the  follow  up  by  home  visitation 
of  these  found  to  be  verminous.  Special  visitations  are  also  paid  in 
connection  with  certain  of  the  infectious  diseases.  Health  visitation 
of  the  aged  has  been  increasing  and  many  visits  have  to  be  paid  in 
connection  with  the  home  help  service,  especially  where  the  person 
receiving  assistance  is  in  the  aged  group.  During  the  year  7,569 
welfare  visits  were  made  to  old  persons  and  2,119  visits  in  connec- 
tion with  the  home  help  service  compared  with  5.054  and  1,214 
visits  respectively  in  1960.  The  burgh  health  visitors  also  staff  the 
various  clinic  sessions  held  in  the  burgh  clinics  under  the  various 
schemes  of  the  local  authority. 

A Health  Visitor  is  appointed  primarily  for  the  additional  work 
involved  in  connection  with  the  schemes  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  and 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  and  also  to  assist  in  the  other  immunisa- 
tion schemes  of  the  local  authority,  and  while  these  various  schemes 
occupy  most  of  her  time  she  is  also  available  from  time  to  time  to 
undertake  additional  health  visiting  duties  such  as  tuberculosis 
visiting  and  also  relieves  in  district  nursing  especially  during 
illness. 

During  the  year  health  visitors  paid  50,855  visits  which  are  classi- 
fied as  under,  compared  with  49,993  visits  in  1960.

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4.  HOME  NURSING 


The  County  Council  employs  26  nurses  in  the  home  nursing 
service,  and,  in  addititon,  by  arrangement  with  Perthshire,  the 
Alyth  District  Nurse  undertakes  the  combined  duties  of  nursing, 
midwifery  and  health  visiting  in  the  Glenisla  area  of  Angus.  Dur- 
ing the  whole  of  1961,  the  Montrose  Burgh  and  District  was 
operated  with  3 nurses  being  1 under  full  staffing.  During  the 
year,  of  the  25  nurses  employed,  18  were  undertaking  the  com- 
bined duties  of  nursing,  midwifery  and  health  visiting,  6 nursing 
and  midwifery  (being  1 short  in  Montrose)  and  1 general  nursing 
only.  In  addition  to  these  25  nurses  there  are  employed  6 full  time 
health  visitors  and  1 school  nurse  with  1 nursing  superintendent 
and  her  assistant.  During  the  year  three  new  nurses  houses  were 
completed  at  Newtyle,  Glamis  and  Farnell.  The  Newtyle  and  Glamis 
houses  being  occupied  by  the  nurses  in  June  and  the  Farnell  house 
in  November.  The  nurse  serving  the  Airlie  and  Glamis  districts 
now  resides  in  Glamis  which  is  sited,  n the  more  populous  part  of 
the  district  and  the  nurses  cottage  at  Airlie  has  been  taken  over 
by  the  housing  committee. 

During  1961,  a total  of  2,858  new  cases  (1.184  over  65  years 
and  1,674  under  65  years)  were  seen  by  the  district  nurses  under 
the  domiciliary  nursing  scheme,  which,  with  those  cases  carried 
over  from  1960  gave  a total  of  3,428  cases  seen  in  1961  involving 
62,714  visits.  Of  their  visits  43,070  were  paid  to  patients  65  years 
and  over,  and  19,644  to  cases  under  65  years  of  age.

5.  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION

which  823  were  primary  vaccinations  and  228  re-vaccinations. 
The  respective  figures  for  1960  were  822  primary  and  271  re- 
vaccinations. The  majority  of  those  re-vaccinations  were,  as  in 
former  years,  emigrants  or  travellers  abroad  who  were  required 
to  be  recently  vaccinated  in  accordance  with  international  regula- 
tions as  enforced  by  the  countries  to  which  or  through  which 
they  were  travelling.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  1.029  children 
immunised  for  the  first  time  against  diphtheria.  120  were  given 
protection  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough.  832  were  pro- 
tected against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  ; and  only 
77  received  protection  against  diphtheria  alone. 

In  the  case  of  the  booster  dose,  normally  given  at  the  age  of 
5 years  on  entry  to  school,  of  the  784  children  given  these  doses  5 
received  diphtheria/whooping  cough.  149  diphtheria/whooping 
cough/tetanus,  and  630  diphtheria  only. 

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

As  in  previous  years  the  response  to  poliomyelitis  vaccina- 
tion in  the  infant  and  school-age  groups  continued  to  be  very  sat- 
isfactory but  in  the  teenage  and.  adult  age  groups  the  response 
continues  to  be  poor.  In  April  1961  the  Department  of  Health  an- 
nounced that  a fourth  injection  was  now  recommended  for  child- 
ren in  primary  schools,  i.e.  5-12  years  of  age  and  during  May  and 
June  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Health  Department  visited  all 
primary  schools  in  the  County  and  immunised  6,525  children  with 
a fourth  injection.  Up  until  the  end  of  the  year  when  the  fourth

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injection  was  discontinued  on  the  instructions  of  the  Department 
of  Health  owing  to  shortage  of  vaccine  a total  of  7,597  children 
had  been  given  a fourth  injection,  7,005  at  school  by  the  County 
Medical  Staff  and  592  by  the  family  doctors  privately.  The  tempor- 
ary discontinuation  of  the  fourth  injection  made  little  difference 
in  Angus  as  most  children  in  the  5-12  age  group  had  already  been 
dealt  with  in  May  and  June  and  a large  number  of  the  entrants 
in  August  had  also  been  treated  before  the  Department  announced 
the  discontinuation  at  the  end  of  October.  In  the  same  circular  the 
introduction  of  oral  vaccine  was  announced  and  it  is  expected 
that  this  will  be  available  about  March  1962.

At  31st  December,  1961,  22,827  persons  of  all  ages  had 
received  full  immunisation  with  three  injections  ; while  7,597 
children  aged  5-12  years  had  received  the  recommended  fourth 
injection  applicable  only  to  that  age  group. 

6.  PREVENTION,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

A.  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notifications. 

In  1961  the  number  of  cases  notified  and  confirmed  as  suffer- 
ing from  tuberculosis  was  50  compared  with  63  in  1960,  54  in  1959 
and  57  in  1958.  Of  the  50  new  cases  43  wore  suffering  from  the 
respiratory  form  of  the  disease  and  7 from  the  non-respiratory 
form  compared  with  49  respiratory  and  14  non-respiratory  in  1960. 
Of  the  43  pulmonary  cases  5 were  detected  through  the  M.M.R. 
Survey  of  factories  and  of  the  public  in  the  burghs  of  Montrose, 
Forfar  and  Kirriemuir,  while  a sixth  case  was  brought  to  light  in 
a mental  hospital  survey  of  patients  and  staff. 

During  the  year  7 deaths  were  registered  as  dying  from  pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis.  There  were  no  deaths  in  the  non-respiratory  form 
of  the  disease.  This  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

Of  the  43  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  40 
were  admitted  to  a chest  hospital  for  treatment  and  of  the  3 not 
so  dealt  with  1 was  undergoing  treatment  in  a Mental  hospital, 
1 was  not  considered  to  require  hospital  treatment,  and  the  third 
case  was  notified  after  death  in  a general  hospital. 

M.M.R. 

The  M.M.R.  Unit  Dundee  in  the  month  of  February  carried  out 
a survey  of  those  pupils  who  were  found  to  have  a positive  skin 
test  for  tuberculosis  during  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  for  school  leav- 
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ers  carried  out  at  the  end  of  1960.  In  all  208  children  (61  in 
Arbroath  and  147  in  the  County)  were  X-rayed  and  as  reported  in 
last  year’s  report  in  connection  with  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme 
all  were  found  to  be  free  of  active  tuberculosis. 

In  addition  to  the  pupils  576  teachers  and  23  members  of  the 
County  Council  staff  closely  associated  with  school  children  were 
also  X-rayed  by  the  unit.  As  with  the  children  no  case  of  active 
tuberculosis  was  discovered. 

In  addition  to  these  pupils  and  teachers  of  the  local  authority 
the  pupils  and  staff  of  Rossie  Farm  School  numbering  in  all  103 
males  and  6 females  were  also  X-rayed  by  the  unit  and  were  found 
to  be  clear. 

During  March  and  April  the  M.M.R.  Unit  conducted  a public 
survey  in  Montrose,  Forfar  and.  Kirriemuir.  Visits  were  paid  to 
the  works  and  factories  and  also  the  Welfare  Homes  for  the  elder- 
ly in  these  burghs  as  well  as  open  public  sessions  for  the  general 
public.  In  all  2,940  persons  were  X-rayed  (1,445  Montrose  ; 314 
Kirriemuir;  and  1,181  at  Forfar)  and  of  these  5 cases  of  active 
tuberculosis  were  detected — 2 males  and  3 females.  Two  cases, 
a male  and  a female  were  discovered  in  Montrose  and  the  same  in 
Forfar  while  the  fifth  case  a female  was  diagnosed  in  Kirriemuir. 
Taking  all  the  surveys  of  schools  and  public  3,856  persons  were 
X-rayed  by  the  unit  between  February  and  April  and  five  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  detected.

CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  626  cases  of  tuberculosis 
resident  in  the  county,  of  which  519  were  suffering  from  respir- 
atory tuberculosis  and  107  from  non-respiratory  tuberculosis.  This 
shows  a decrease  of  3 compared  with  last  year  when  there  were 
523  respiratory  and  106  non-respiratory  cases  in  the  register.  The 
residence  of  these  cases  at  December,  1961  is  shown  below:  —

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  paid  1889  visits  to  those 
households  to  advise  on  matters  regarding  the  care  of  those  suff- 
ei  ing  from  tuberculosis  and  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  avoid  spread- 
ing the  infection.  The  Health  Visitor  also  arranges  for  the 
X-i  a\  ing  ol  the  family  contacts  not  only  of  new  cases  but  the  case 
defaulters  and  contact  defaulters  who  fail  to  attend  the  clinics 
for  their  routine  check.  Cases  after  discharge  from  hospital  are 
also  visited  and,  when  necessary,  the  District  Nurses  attend  to 
these  cases  in  their  own  homes. 

Necessitous  cases,  on  the  Assistance  Board  level,  are  supplied 
with  free  milk  and  during  the  year  9 cases  were  assisted  in 
this  way,  compared  with  16  last  year. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION. 

In  November  and  December  the  children  born  in  the  year 
1948  were  offered  B.C.G.  vaccination.  As  the  B.C.G.  vaccination 
scheme  is  a local  health  authority  responsibility  the  vaccination 
of  the  Arbroath  Burgh  children  is  now  undertaken  by  the  medical 
officer  of  Health  of  that  burgh  and  only  the  county  children  at- 
tending Arbroath  High  School  being  dealt  with  by  the  County 
Medical  Staff.  There  was  a 90%  acceptance  of  the  scheme  by  the 
parents.  Of  the  County  children  953  were  skin  tested  and.  817 
or  85.7%  gave  a negative  reaction  compared  with  84.3%  in  1960 
and  76.8%  in  1959/58.  The  results  of  the  scheme  are  given  below.

The  136  County  Children  with  positive  skin  tests  were  early 
in  1962  offered  X-ray  by  the  M.M.R.  Unit  and  126  attended.  All 
children  were  free  of  active  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Of  the 
28  Arbroath  Burgh  children  with  positive  skin  tests  25  attended 
for  X-ray  and  all  were  free  of  active  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

B.  CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 

As  reported  in  last  year’s  report  Mrs  Sheila  Anderson,  who 
had  been  employed  in  a part-time  capacity  until  December  1960 
was  in  that  month  given  a full  time  appointment.  The  result  of 
this  appointment  is  shown  in  the  increased  numbers  treated.  (16% 
more)  and  in  the  increase  in  total  treatments  (65%  more)  given  in 
1961.  During  the  year  1273  persons  in  the  old-age  pensioner  age 
group  were  given  chiropody  treatment  on  6.349  occasions  com- 
pared with  1.096  persons  treated  and  3,848  treatments  in  1960.  The 
waiting  period  between  treatments  has  been  reduced  from  14 
weeks  to  8/10  weeks.  In  May  Mr  Beedlc.  Senior  Chiropodist,  re- 
signed to  take  up  a similar  appointment  in  England  and  he  has 
been  succeeded  by  Mr  Brash.  The  fitting  of  chiropodial  appliances 
which  was  commenced  by  Mr  Beedle  continues  to  play  an  impor- 
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tant  role  in  the  treatment  of  the  conditions  such  as  bunions  etc 
which  are  very  crippling  defects  especially  in  the  elderly. 

In  the  statistics  which  follow  it  will  be  seen  that  the  largest 
increase  in  cases  receiving  treatment  was  in  the  domiciliary  group 
296  cases  being  treated  at  home  in  1961  compared  with  214  in 
1960.  The  respective  numbers  for  the  clinic  cases  are  728  in  1961 
and  696  cases  in  1960.  The  Welfare  Home  cases  receiving  the 
service  also  increased  from  186  in  1960  to  249  in  1961.

C.  PREVENTION  OF  ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME. 

As  detailed  in  previous  reports  the  education  of  the  public 
regarding  home  accidents  mainly  depends  on  the  instructions  given 
by  the  Health  Visitors  when  paying  their  routine  visits  in  con- 
nection with  maternity  and  child  welfare  and  welfare  visits  to 
the  elderly.  Use  is  made  of  the  leaflets  published  by  the  Scottish 
Council  for  Health  Education. 

During  the  year  24  deaths  were  recorded  as  due  to  accidents 
in  the  home,  5 more  than  in  1960  and  12  more  compared  with 
1959.  Of  these  24  deaths,  1 was  in  a child  under  1 year,  1 in  the 
age  group  1-5  years,  1 in  the  age  group  35-45  years,  2 in  the  age 
group  45-55,  l in  the  age  group  55-65,  3 in  the  age  group  65-75, 
4 in  the  age  group  75-85,  and  1 1 were  over  85  years  of  age.  Of 
these  deaths  6 were  male  and  18  female.  The  increase  this  year  is 
due  to  the  1 1 deaths  in  the  age  group  85  years  of  age  and  over 
compared  with  4 last  year. 

D.  SMOKING  AND  LUNG  CANCER. 

The  various  approaches  to  the  adolescent  as  intimated  in 
previous  reports  continued  during  the  year.  The  danger  of  smoking 
was  emphasised  by  the  Lecturer  of  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health 
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Education  during  her  talks  to  pupils  when  she  paid  her  annual 
visit  to  Angus  Schools  in  the  spring  of  1961. 

During  the  year  25  deaths  were  recorded  as  due  to  lung 
cancer,  20  males  and  5 females,  at  ages  varying  from  35  to  85. 
The  youngest  was  again  a female  in  the  age  group  35-45  and  the 
others  were  45  years  or  over.  The  number  of  deaths  from  lung 
cancer  at  25  is  7 less  than  last  year. 


7.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


During  1961  there  were  123  confirmed  cases  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  compared  with  220  in  1960,  188  in  1959  and  151 
in  1958.

There  were  again  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  during  the  year 
and  for  the  thirteenth  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria.  The 
number  of  cases  of  dysentery  at  22  was  a big  reduction  compared 
with  1960  when  there  were  121  cases  most  of  which.  113.  were  due 
to  an  outbreak  at  Strathmartine  Hospital.  Again  this  year  of  the 
22  cases  18  occurred  in  the  same  hospital.  Of  the  other  fevers 
pneumonia,  scarlet  fever  and.  whooping  cough  the  incidence  of 
these  continues  to  be  low. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

There  was  no  significant  change  in  the  number  of  cases  at- 
tending for  treatment  at  centres  in  the  Eastern  Regional  Hospital 
Board  area.  The  number  of  cases  of  both  syphilis  and  gonorrhoea 
are  small.  A comparison  of  cases  attending  centres  in  the  last 
five  years  is  given  below.

Of  the  119  cases  receiving  home  help  on  account  of  chronic 
sickness,  or  age  and  infirmity,  all  were  of  pensionable  age. 

The  5 cases  receiving  home  help  in  the  second  column  were  on 
account  of  debility  following  confinement — 3 cases,  Fractured 
Foot  1 case  and  1 case  of  Stills  Disease. 

The  domestic  help  service  in  Angus  is  used  mainly  by  the 
aged  and  in  these  cases,  without  the  home  help  service,  the 
majority  would  require  admission  to  a welfare  home  or  hospital. 
Some  of  these  cases  have  been  in  hospital  either  in  the  geriatric 
ward  for  rehabilitation  or  in  the  general,  medical  or  surgical  wards, 
The  majority  of  these  persons  require  only  from  1-3  hours  atten- 
tion daily.  In  some  cases,  the  hours  are  spaced  out  to  provide 
them  with  the  necessary  meals.  In  other  cases  these  are  supplied  by 
neighbours  or  by  the  W.V.S.,  or  the  old  person  is  able  to  cope 
with  cooking  but  unable  to  attend  to  household  cleaning,  especial- 
ly in  old  houses  upstairs  with  outside  cellars,  etc.  The  number  of 
Home  Helps,  all  part  time  employed,  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
58. 


9.  MENTAL  HEALTH 

During  1961,  13  cases  of  lunacy  were  dealt  with  under  the 
Council’s  arrangements  for  mental  health.  All  cases  were  ceitified 
and  admitted  to  a Mental  Hospital.  Under  section  9 (2)  of  the 
Lunacy  (Scotland)  Act,  1866,  intimation  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Mental  Hospitals  regarding  the  proposed  dis- 
charge of  5 cases.  After  investigation  of  the  home  circumstances 
as  prescribed  by  the  Act,  4 were  discharged. 

During  the  year  5 cases  were  admitted  to  Strathmartine  Hos- 
pital as  mental  defectives  on  an  informal  basis.  Of  these  2 were 
under  15  years  of  age  and  3 over  school  age.  One  defective,  an 
adult  male  was  following  court  procedure  for  assault  admitted 
to  Strathmartine  Hospital  by  order  of  the  Sheriff.  There  weie  no 
cases  re-certified  during  1961. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  22  mental  defectives  of 
school  age  in  Strathmartine  Hospital  and  other  hospitals  or  in- 
stitutions and  78  over  school  age  in  these  hospitals  or  institutions 
including  the  county  welfare  homes. 

All  boarded  out  certified  defectives  and  lunatics,  including 
those  in  the  local  authority’s  Welfare  Homes  are  visited  quarter- 
ly and  on  such  other  occasions  as  necessary.  During  1961  there 
were  30  such  cases  on  the  visiting  list  and  the  number  of  visits 
paid  to  these  during  the  year  was  125. 


10.  NURSERIES  AND  CHILD-MINDERS 
REGULATIONS 


Children  boarded  out  under  the  care  of  the  local  authority  are 
visited  and  examined  yearly  by  the  medical  staff.  During  the  vear 
70  children  were  on  the  visiting  list  and  74  visits  made  to  the 
homes  of  these  children  for  the  purpose  of  medical  supervision.

13.  MEDICAL  FUNCTIONS  UNDER  THE  NATIONAL 

ASSISTANCE  ACT 

The  County  Council  maintain  five  welfare  homes  in  the 
county:— Lunan  Park,  Friockheim  is  reserved  for  the  frail  ambul- 
ent:  while  St  Drostan’s,  Brechin,  and  Beech  Hill.  Forfar,  are  set 
aside  for  the  aged,  and  Beeehie  House,  Kirriemuir,  partly  for  the 
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aged  and  partly  for  the  mentally  handicapped  and  for  the  occas- 
ional accommodation  of  unmarried  mothers.  In  all  accommodation 
is  provided  for  104  old  persons  and  others. 

Lordburn  House,  Forfar,  the  fifth  welfare  home  provides  ac- 
commodation for  40  handicapped  persons  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  38  persons  were  in  residence.  Of  these  14  were  over  65  years 
of  age  and  of  these  under  65  fourteen  were  mentally  handicapped 
of  whom  7 are  certified  mental  defectives  and  the  remaining  10 
persons  being  physically  handicapped. 

There  are  no  private  homes  registered  for  the  admission  of 
old  persons  under  section  37  of  the  Welfare  Act. 

Dorward  House,  Montrose,  a voluntary  institution  for  the  aged 
of  both  sexes  accommodates  40  persons  most  of  whom  are  local 
authority  cases,  the  cost  of  their  maintenance  being  supplemented 
by  the  County  Council. 

The  medical  supervision  of  the  residential  accommodation 
provided  under  the  Act  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  During  the  year  76  persons  were  medically  examined  with 
regard  to  their  fitness  for  admission  to  Welfare  Homes. 

There  were  no  unmarried  mothers  dealt  with  under  the  Coun- 
cil Scheme  for  the  care  of  unmarried  mothers  during  1961, 
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FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937-1959 


These  Acts  are  administered  by  the  Town  Councils  of  the 
burghs  and  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  the  landward  area. 
The  sections  of  the  Acts  which  concern  local  authorities  are  those 
dealing  with  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature  and  ventila- 
tion drainage  of  floor  area  and  sanitary  conveniences.  In  regard 
to  these  matters  the  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Burgh  Sur- 
veyor/Sanitary Inspectors  in  the  burghs,  and  in  the  landward 
area  by  the  County  Sanitary  Staff. 

Annually  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  required  to  make  a 
return  legal  ding  the  number  of  factories  in  his  area,  visits  paid 
and  defects  noted  and  how  remedied.  The  following  is  the  return 
for  1961  in  respect  of  the  5 areas  under  my  jurisdiction.

The  number  of  live 
births  allocated  to  the  burgh  was  46  of  whom  only  1 was  born  in 
the  burgh.  There  were  no  illegitimate  births  and  no  still  births 
in  1961. 

Marriages  registered  during  the  year  numbered  30.  Deaths 
corrected  for  residence  numbered  69.  The  chief  causes  of  death 
were  Heart  Disease  25,  Cancer  10  (lung  cancer  1),  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage  11.  There  was  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis and  five  deaths  from  accidents  in  the  home.

The 
number  of  live  births  allocated  to  the  burgh  in  1961  was  158  of 
whom  only  four  were  born  at  home.  There  were  2 illegitimate 
births  and  1 still  birth  during  the  year. 

Marriages  registered  during  the  year  numbered  97.  Deaths 
corrected  for  residence  in  the  burgh  numbered  153.  The  chief 
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causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  55,  Cancer  28  (lung  cancer  5) 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage  34.  There  was  1 death  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  four  deaths  from  accidents  in  the  home  There 
were  five  deaths  in  children  under  1 year  giving  an  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  31.6.

3.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  annual  visit  to  each  school  for  the  pur- 
pose of  Systematic  Inspection  of  Children,  the  buildings  are  also 
inspected  and  any  major  defects  are  reported  to  the  Director  of 
Education. 

4.  ORGANISATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  organisation  or  administration 
of  the  service  which  has  been  detailed  in  previous  reports. 

A.  SYSTEM  AND  EXTENT  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AND 
TREATMENT. 

All  Schools  in  the  County  were  visited  for  routine  inspection 
of  the  children  falling  into  the  age-groups  as  detailed  by  the  De- 
partment of  Health,  viz.: — (1)  the  entrants:  and  those  born  in  the 
year  (2) — 1951  ; (3) — 1947  ; and  (4) — 1944.  The  statistical  tables 
I to  IV  at  the  end  of  this  report  detail  the  results  of  the  inspection. 
Children  born  in  the  year  1953  were  also  examined  in  respect  of 
sight  and  hearing. 

In  addition  to  these  examinations,  pupils  who  were  due  to  be 
systematically  examined  last  year  but  who  were  absent  at  the  time 
of  the  school  inspection  were  also  examined.  Children  of  all 
ages  who  have  been  found  at  a previous  examination  to  be  suffer- 
ing from  defects  were  also  examined  in  respect  of  these  defects.

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Special  visits  were  paid  to  schools  for  such  purposes  as  the 
examination  of  infectious  diseases,  diphtheria  immunisation,  B.C.G. 
and  Poliomyelitis  vaccination,  examination  of  physical  and  mental 
defects  in  relation  to  the  child’s  suitability  for  education  in  an  or- 
dinary school  or  the  desirability  of  admission  to  a special  school 
for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  epileptic,  cripple,  or  mental  hospitals, 
etc.  Children  on  whose  behalf  claims  for  transport  are  made  by 
the  parents  or  guardians  to  the  Director  of  Education  are  also 
examined.  Examination  of  children  for  other  specific  purposes  is 
also  undertaken  e.g.  prolonged  absence  from  school  without  ap- 
parent cause  and.  at  the  request  of  the  Clerk  to  the  District  Com- 
mittee. In  most  of  these  special  examinations  a visit  or  visits  to 
the  homes  are  necessary  and  many  of  the  preliminary  examinations 
are  carried  out  in  the  pupil’s  home. 

Treatment  clinics  conducted  by  the  Medical  Staff  for  Minor 
Ailments  and  defects  are  held  weekly  in  the  Burghs  of  Forfar, 
Arbroath,  Montrose  and  Brechin.  Specialist  clinics  are  held  peri- 
odically in  these  Burghs  for  diseases  of  the  eyes  and  defect  of 
vision,  orthopaedics  and  mental  deficiency.  Defects  of  the  ear, 
nose  and  throat  are  referred  to  the  Specialist  at  the  Out-Patients’ 
Departments  at  Forfar,  Arbroath  and  Montrose  Infirmaries  and 
Stracathro  Hospital.  The  Specialists  are  provided  by  the  Eastern 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  clinic  sessions  are  organised  by 
the  County  Council’s  Medical  Staff.  The  cases  referred  to  these 
Specialist  Clinics  have  been  detected  either  at  the  routine  medi- 
cal inspection  or  through  the  special  examinations  referred  to  in 
the  last  paragraph.  The  Family  Doctors  also  refer  a number  of 
cases  through  the  School  Medical  Officer. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION. 

During  this  school  year  B.C.G.  Vaccination  was  offered  to  all 
children  born  1947.  This  scheme  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis 
under  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Acts  was  a com- 
bined scheme  of  the  County  of  Angus  and  the  large  Burgh  of 
Arbroath  and  was  carried  out  through  the  School  Medical  Service 
by  the  County  Medical  Staff. 

Throughout  the  area  1,386  consents  were  received  and  147 
refusals.  The  total  number  of  children  skin  tested  was  1,321  of 
which  1,107  were  found  to  have  a negative  skin  test  and  1,084  were 
vaccinated.  19  children  were  referred  to  the  Area  Chest  Physician. 

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  ; 148  children  receiving  a first  injection,  248  a second  while 
341  received  a third  injection  from  the  School  Medical  Officers.  On 
the  instruction  of  the  Department  of  Health  (D.H.S.  Circ.  39/61) 
a fourth  injection  was  given  to  6,525  children  in  primary  schools 
by  the  School  Medical  Officers  during  the  months  of  May  and  June 
while  317  children  attended  their  family  doctor  for  a similar 
booster  dose.

These  Specialist  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Clinic,  7 Hill 
Street,  Arbroath,  and  at  Ravenswood,  Forfar.  All  cases  are 
seen  by  appointment.  The  Forfar  clinic  is  held  on  the  first  Tues- 
day of  each  month  from  9 a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.,  while  the  Arbroath 
Clinics  are  held  at  the  same  time  of  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
Tuesday  of  each  month. 

In  addition  to  the  Specialist  Clinics,  physiotherapy  treatment 
sessions  are  held  weekly  in  Arbroath  every  Tuesday  and  Friday, 
and  on  Saturday  mornings,  and  weekly  in  Forfar  on  Wednesdays. 
All  sessions  are  carried  out  at  the  Clinics.  Further  sessions  have 
been  held  at  Arbroath  by  arrangement. 

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

Clinics  for  the  examination  of  mental  defectives  are  held  weekly 
on  Mondays  at  the  following  Centres  as  required:  — 

Arbroath — Dewar  House. 

Brechin — Damacre  School  Clinic. 

Forfar — Ravenswood  Clinic. 

Monifieth — Seaview  Clinic. 

Montrose — Esk  House  Clinic. 

B.  SYSTEM  AND  EXTENT  OF  DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND 
TREATMENT. 

The  Senior  Dental  Officer,  Mr  Cadenhead,  reports  on  the 
dental  service  as  follows:  — 
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DENTAL  REPORT 

1960-1961. 

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Dental  Report  for  Session 
1960/61. 

A Mobile  dental  surgery  was  obtained  by  the  County  and 
brought  into  service  on  October,  1960.  The  mobile  surgery  has 
been  quite  a success  in  every  respect  and  has  operated  in  all  parts 
of  the  County  at  most  Junior  Secondary  Schools.  The  surgery  can 
be  operated  during  the  entire  Session  with  the  possible  exception 
of  severe  weather  conditions  viz:— a severe  snow-storm  with 
temperatures  below  freezing. 

The  amount  of  work  accomplished  during  Session  1960/61 
compares  with  that  completed  during  the  previous  Sessions. 

I must  still  regretfully  point  out  that  although  the  Rural 
Schools  are  receiving  a satisfactory  service,  the  position  in  the 
Burgh  Schools  is  gradually  becoming  worse  and  can  only  be  im- 
proved and  arrears  of  work  overtaken,  by  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  dental  officers.

C.  SCHOOL  NURSING  AND  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR 
FOLLOW-UP. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  school  nursing  arrangements 
and  the  system  of  follow-up  of  children  suffering  from  defects, 
as  detailed  in  previous  reports,  remains  unchanged. 

During  the  year  67,797  children  were  examined  by  the  nurses 
compared  with  58,344  last  year  1959/60  and  55,418  in  the  year 
1958/59.  Visits  paid  to  individual  schools  by  the  nurses  numbered 
1,058  compared  with  1,021  last  year  1959/60  and  954  in  1958/59. 
At  those  visits  particular  attention  is  paid  by  the  nurses  in  the 
examination  of  pupils  in  respect  of  cleanliness  and  verminous  con- 
ditions and  2 cases  of  verminous  bodies  were  detected  compared 
with  5 cases  last  year  1959/60  and  9 cases  in  the  year  1958/59  , 
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while  264  dirty  heads  (nits)  and  21  verminous  heads  were  dealt 
with  compared  with  348  dirty  heads  (nits)  and  50  verminous  heads 
in  the  year  1959/60.  For  all  conditions  313  home  visits  were  paid 
as  compared  with  269  last  year  and  297  in  the  year  1958/59.  A 
summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  nursing  staff  will  be  found  in 
table  V. 

For  all  verminous  conditions  132  notices  were  sent  to  the 
parents  and  11  in  respect  of  general  uncleanliness  or  bad  clothing 
or  footwear.  To  be  effective  these  school  visits  and  the  sending  of 
notices  to  offenders  must  be  followed  up  by  a visit  to  the  homes  of 
the  children  by  nurse  and  advice  given  to  the  parents  regarding 
the  eradiction  of  vermin.  Repeated  notices  sent  to  parents  without 
home  visitation  has  been  found,  by  experience,  to  be  ineffective 
in  curing  these  conditions.  In  the  worst  cases  visitation  by  the 
medical  staff  is  necessary  and,  occasionally  the  treatment  of  the 
case  at  the  clinic.  Apart  from  the  sending  of  143  notices  to  parents, 
313  home  visits  were  undertaken  by  the  nurses  in  respect  of  those 
verminous  conditions.

D.  Treatment  of  Orthopaedic  Defects.

7.  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES. 

The  County  Council  have  no  Special  Schools  but  provide  a 
junior  occupation  centre  in  Forfar  for  trainable  mental  defectives, 
while  at  Forfar,  Arbroath  and  Montrose  there  is  in  each  of  these 
Burghs  a special  class  for  educable  mental  defectives. 

For  children  who  suffer  from  defects,  mental  or  phj'sical,  to 
such  an  extent  that  education  in  a Special  School  is  necessary, 
the  local  Authority  has  to  depend  on  Institutions  or  Schools  owned 
by  other  agencies  for  such  conditions  as  the  blind  or  partially 
sighted,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  or  the  physically  or  mentally  handi- 
capped. Those  children  who  are  mentally  handicapped  especially 
if  they  also  suffer  from  a physical  handicap,  e.g.  deafness,  blind- 
ness or  a crippling  disability  such  as  spasticity  are  a problem,  as 
the  Special  Schools  for  the  deaf,  blind  and  cripples  will  not  accept 
a pupil  unless  they  are  of  normal  intelligence. 

There  are  18  children  attending  Special  Residential  Schools 
for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Blind,  Epileptic.  Cripple  etc.  or  are  Diffi- 
cult Behaviour  Problems,  while  59  mental  defectives  attend 
special  classes  or  occupation  centres  as  day  pupils,  and  14  non- 
educable,  non-trainable  mental  defectives  are  in  Institutions  for 
the  mentally  deficient.

There  was  one  girl  from  Angus  admitted  to  Quarrier’s  Homes, 
Bridge  of  Weir  Colony  of  Epileptics  during  the  year. 

1 girl  is  at  home  but  receiving  no  Home  Tuition. 

(e)  Mental  Defectives. 

During  the  year  there  were  43  educable  mental  defectives 
attending  special  classes  for  mental  defectives  in  Forfar,  Arbroath 
and  Montrose,  while  two  children  were  in  attendance  at  Fairmuir 
Special  School,  Dundee.  9 mental  defectives,  ineducable  bu't 
trainable  attended  the  junior  occupation  centre  in  Forfar  while 

3 similar  cases  in  the  southern  part  of  the  County  were  attending 
the  junior  occupation  centre  in  Blairgowrie  under  the  auspices  of 
Perthshire  County  Council,  and  two  similar  cases  attended  the 
centre  at  Strathmartine  Hospital.  Transport  was  provided,  where 
necessary,  by  the  Education  Committee.  These  cases  are  included 
in  the  numbers  in  Table  IV  as  ineducable. 

During  the  year  14  children  of  school  age  were  in  Institutions 
for  mental  defectives  (12  in  Strathmartine  Hospital,  1 in  St.  Jos- 
eph’s Rosewell,  Midlothian,  and  1 in  Larbert  Institution).  None  of 
these  were  in  the  category  “educable”  or  “trainable.  ’ These  cases 
are  also  included  in  Table  IV  under  the  category  ineducable. 

In  addition  to  these  mental  defectives  2 girls  (not  mental 
defectives)  were  resident  in  Harmeny  House,  Balermo  (1  case)  and 
Naemoor  School,  Perth  (1  case)  because  of  difficult  behaviour 
problems.  (Not  included  in  Table  IV). 
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One  case — a boy  who  had  been  admitted  to  the  Rudolf  Steiner 
School,  Aberdeenshire,  as  a psychotic  by  Cumberland  County 
Council  when  the  parents  lived  in  that  area  was  taken  over  by  the 
Education  Authority  when  the  parents  came  to  reside  in  this  area 
(not  included  in  Table  IV). 

There  were  24  mental  defectives  not  attending  a school  or 
institution.  19  of  these  are  classified  as  ineducable  and  untrain- 
able  while  5 are  classified  as  trainable  only.  All  these  cases  re- 
main at  home. 

(f)  Home  Tuition. 

3 children  (2  boys  and  1 girl)  who  were  unable  to  attend 
school  during  the  year  or  part  of  the  year  were  given  home  tuition.

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

Five  years  ago  all  milk  producers  in  the  County  were  required 
to  bring  their  premises  up  to  the  standards  laid  down  in  the 
Dairy  Bye-laws.  By  1960,  with  the  exception  of  seven  all  had  either 
complied  and  had  been  granted  designated  licences  or  their  cer- 
tificates of  registration  had  been  cancelled. 

During  the  past  year,  of  the  seven  remaining,  one  gave  up 
milk  production  and  the  others  carried  out  extensive  alterations  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  Dairy  Bye-laws  and  were  ultimately 
issued  with  Tuberculin  Tested  licences.  All  milk  producers  in 
the  County  now  hold  designated  licences. 

Regular  inspections  of  dairy  premises  are  still  being  carried 
out  and  improvements  are  asked  for  where  necessary.  Major  al- 
terations were  carried  out  at  the  premises  of  nine  producers  and, 
one  dealer  built  new  premises,  all  as  a result  of  representations 
made  by  this  department. 

CHEMICAL  STERILISATION 

In  June  of  this  year,  the  Secretary  cf  State  for  Scotland  invit- 
ed local  authorities  to  amend  their  Dairy  Bye-laws  so  as  to  permit 
the  use  of  chemicals  for  the  sterilisation  of  dairy  equipment.  Until 
now  the  sterilising  of  dairy  equipment  with  chemicals  has  been 
limited  to  bulk  tanks  and  milking  machine  clusters  but  the  new 
Bye-laws  will  permit  all  equipment  to  be  sterilised  in  this  way. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Bye-laws  in  Angus  will  be  amended 
early  next  year. 


MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER  (SCOTLAND)  1951.

DESIGNATED  LICENCES 

During  the  year  two  dairymen  were  reported  to  the  Committee 
under  Part  1 1 1 of  the  Second  Schedule  of  the  Milk  (Special  Desig- 
nations) (Scotland)  Order,  1951. 

In  both  cases  the  producers  were  given  a warning  and  in- 
formed that  similar  reports  in  the  future  would  result  in  their 
licences  being  revoked. 
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SCHOOL  MILK 

Forty-two  samples  of  school  milk  were  taken,  eleven  or  26.2% 
failed  the  statutory  tests.  The  percentage  of  failures  is  high  des- 
pite the  efforts  of  this  department  to  improve  matters.  All  the 
failures  were  Tuberculin  Tested  milks  from  one  dealer  who  is 
supplied  by  at  least  five  or  six  producers.  This  dealer  supplies 
most  of  the  school  milk,  and  since  bulk  tanks  were  introduced  he 
is  finding  it  increasingly  difficult  to  get  suitable  supplies  of  milk 
in  ten  gallon  cans. 

A few  other  retailers  are  similarly  affected  and  the  position 
will  become  more  acute  as  more  tanks  are  installed. 


PASTEURISING  PLANT 

There  is  only  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  County.  Twenty- 
one  samples  were  taken  and  all  complied  with  the  statutory  tests 
for  pasteurised  milk. 


BULK  MILK  TANKS 

Bulk  handling  and  collection  of  milk  was  started  in  Angus  on 
22nd  May,  1957.  There  are  now  thirty-four  farms  with  bulk  tanks, 
out  of  a total  of  139  dairy  farms.  This  represents  a percentage  of 
approximately  24.5  whilst  the  total  gallonage  of  milk  collected  in 
bulk  is  approximately  41%. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS 
FOOD  HYGIENE 

About  half  the  food  premises  in  the  County  have  been  in- 
spected since  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  came  into  operation 
in  1959.  Where  necessary  owners  are  notified  when  their  premises 
require  any  alterations  or  improvements  in  order  to  comply  with 
the  Regulations.  The  premises  are  re-visited  periodically  to  ensure 
that  the  work  is  being  carried  out. 

It  is  hoped  that  additional  staff  will  be  available  for  this  work 
next  year. 


ICE  CREAM 

Two  applications  for  registration  in  respect  of  premises  and 
two  applications  in  respect  of  vehicles  were  granted  during  the 
year.

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All  registered  premises  were  inspected  regularly  during  the 
year. 

Sixty-one  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  twelve  failed  to  comply  with  the  recommended  standards. 
When  failures  occurred  the  premises  and  plants  were  inspected 
and  follow  up  samples  taken. 

Forty-five  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  all  of 
which  complied. 


FOOD  SAMPLING 


221  samples  of  foodstuffs,  49  formal  and  172  informal  were 
taken  for  analysis.  Only  two  of  the  samples,  both  informal,  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Both  articles  were  re-sampled  and 
found  to  be  genuine.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  inspection  of  meat  at  the  three  slaughterhouses  in  the 
County  is  carried  out  by  this  Department. 

During  the  year  the  Food  (Meat  Inspection)  (Scotland)  Regula- 
tions, 1961  came  into  operation.  These  Regulations  require  in 
addition  to  post-mortem  inspection,  an  ante-mortem  inspection  of 
all  the  animals. 

This  has  added  considerably  to  the  amount  of  time  involved. 
In  two  of  the  slaughterhouses  the  management  asked  for  at  least 
two  visits  per  day,  instead  of  the  usual  daily  visit  between  4 p.m. 
and  5 p.m.,  and  in  one  case  it  was  agreed  an  additional  visit  was 
justified. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
and  quantities  of  meat  condemned  at  the  three  slaughterhouses.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Two  scavenging  vehicles  provide  a cleansing  service  to  most 
of  the  populated  areas  within  the  County  with  the  exception  of 
Newtyle  where  a private  contractor  still  operates.  A third  vehicle 
is  due  to  come  into  service  on  a part-time  basis  about  September 
1962  and  will  take  over  Newtyle  and  three  new  districts  comprising 
(1)  Drumsturdy  Road,  (2)  a large  rural  area  to  the  west  of  the 
Dundee  City  boundary  and  (3)  Dykehead,  Cortachy.  In  addition 
to  the  Special  Districts  530  individual  houses  on  the  routes  of  the 
vehicles  are  provided  with  a weekly  service.  In  all  about  4,400 
houses  come  within  the  scheme  leaving  approximately  6.150  houses 
with  no  County  Cleansing  Service.  Most  of  these  houses  are  oc- 
cupied by  farm  workers  and  facilities  are  often  provided  by  the 
farmers  concerned  but  there  are  still  a large  number  of  private 
houses  in  urgent  need  of  this  service. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  but  as  the  tips  are 
only  used  on  one  or  two  days  per  week  it  is  extremely  difficult 
to  give  them  all  the  attention  they  require.  In  the  future,  it  may 
be  necessary  to  provide  larger  capacity  vehicles  and  convey  the 
refuse  to  central  tips  where  a better  system  of  controlled  tipping 
can  be  introduced. 


FACTORIES 

There  were  131  mechanical  and  6 non-mechanical  factories  on 
the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  136  inspections  were  made  and 
5 defects  were  found  consisting  of:  —

- work  and  as  the  nuisance  only  occurred  during  the  summer 
months  the  contractor  planned  to  carry  out  the  work  in  the  Spring. 


RATS  AND  MICE 

One  operator  is  emploj'ed  to  carry  out  the  duties  placed  on 
the  Council  by  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  and  also  to 
treat  infested  premises  when  requested,  at  the  expense  of  the 
occupiers.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a contract  system  was 
introduced  providing  a minimum  of  twelve  treatments  per  annum. 
This  scheme  appears  to  be  popular  with  farmers  in  the  area. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

95  samples  of  water  were  taken,  82  as  a result  of  complaints 
or  for  information  and  13  at  the  request  of  farmers  in  connection 
with  their  applications  under  the  Scheme  for  Assistance  of 
Agricultural  Water  Supplies. 

All  unsatisfactory  supplies  were  dealt  with  and  are  shown  as 
“ nuisances  ” in  this  report. 


ANGUS  COUNTY  COUNCIL  AS  RIVER  PURIFICATION 

AUTHORITY. 

The  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  (Scotland)  Act,  1951, 
came  into  operation  within  the  Angus  County  River  Purification 
area  on  1st  September,  1961,  and  the  present  report  deals  with  the 
period  from  then  until  1st  May,  1962. 

Area  of  the  Authority. 

The  area  of  the  County  of  Angus  except  that  part  of  the 
County  which  falls  within  the  Tay  River  Purification  Board.  This 
includes  the  North  Esk  and  South  Esk  and  all  tributaries  with- 
in the  County,  the  Lunan  Water  and  tributaries  and  the  Brothock 
Burn  except  that  part  within  Arbroath  Burgh. 

Information  as  to  Water  Resources. 

1.  Rainfall:  There  are  no  rainfall  measurements  available  at 

present.  It  is  planned  to  have  two  rain  gauges  estab- 
lished in  the  area  of  the  Authority. 

2.  Characteristics  of  Streams:  No  information  has  yet  been  obtain- 

ed as  to  the  flow  of  rivers  or  other  characteristics. 

3.  Abstraction  of  Water:  No  information  is  available  under  this 

heading. 
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PREVENTION  OF  POLLUTION 
Quality  of  River  Water. 

The  principal  rivers  in  the  area  are  clean,  but  one  tributary 
is  in  a polluted  condition  due  to  discharges  of  partly  treated 
effluents  from  two  large  dairy  farms. 

Spot  sampling  of  watercourses  was  carried  out  when  necess-

Two  samples  taken  late  in  November  in  the  vicinity  of  Edzell 
Village  came  into  the  category  “ Bad  ” — results  which  were  at 
variance  with  observed  conditions. 

A start  was  made  with  routine  sampling  and  the  results  of 
two  series  of  four  samples  ranged  from  “Clean  to  “Very  Clean  . 

Tributaries  of  River  North  Esk. 

A sample  from  each  of  three  streams  last  November  were 
classified  as  “ Bad  ”,  one  with  a B.O.D.  of  21.4  p.p.m.  from  a stream 
which  had  a very  clean  appearance  and  is  free  in  its  course  from 
any  source  of  major  pollution.  These  samples  will  be  repeated 
during  the  year. 

River  South  Esk. 

A series  of  five  samples  were  taken  in  April,  the  results  are 
one  “ Doubtful  ”,  two  “ Clean  ” and  two  “ Very  Clean  ” — the  latter 
being  in  the  upper  reaches  of  the  river. 

Tributaries  of  the  River  South  Esk. 

Three  samples  were  taken  from  two  tributaries.  One  sample 
was  classified  as  “ Very  Clean  ” and  two  as  " Clean  . 

Lunan  Water. 

One  sample — classification  “ Very  Clean  ”. 

Tributary  of  Lunan  Water. 

Two  samples  were  taken — one  above  a school  sewage  outfall 
and  one  below  the  same  outfall  and  resulted  in  a classification  res- 
pectively of  “ Clean  ” and  “ Doubtful  ”.  The  matter  will  be  further 
investigated. 
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Standards  Applied  to  Effluents. 

As  a working  basis  for  the  classification  of  the  majority  of 
sewage  elTluents  and  for  formulating  the  terms  of  consents  for  new 
sewage  effluents  the  following  standards  have  been  used  : — 

1.  The  biochemical  oxygen  demand  (B.O.D.)  in  5 days  at  20°C.  not 
to  exceed  20  p.p.m. 

2.  The  suspended  solids  content,  dried  at  105°C.  not  to  exceed 
30  p.p.m. 

3.  The  pH  to  be  between  5 and  9. 

4.  Arsenic,  copper  or  chromium,  either  individually  or  in  toto, 
not  to  exceed  0.5  p.p.m. 

5.  The  oxygen  absorbed  from  acid  N/80  permanganate  in  4 hours 
at  26.7°C.  not  to  exceed  20  p.p.m. 

6.  Cyanide  as  (CN)  not  to  exceed  0.1  p.p.m. 

7.  No  visible  oil  or  grease  to  be  present. 

8.  The  clarity  to  be  at  least  225  mm. 

9.  The  discharge  not  to  contain  any  t-oxic  substances  harmful  to 
fish  or  other  aquatic  fauna. 

10.  The  light  absorbed  by  a 10  mm.  depth  of  sample,  after  quiescent 
settlement  for  an  hour,  not  to  exceed  20  per  cent,  at  any  wave- 
length between  360  and  1,000  mu. 

Samples  and  Analysis  of  Effluents. 

Thirteen  samples  of  sewage  effluents  were  taken  in  the  period 
of  which  only  three  were  reported  “ Satisfactory  ”,  the  remaining 
ten  being  “ Unsatisfactory  ”.  The  B.O.D.  ranging  from  9.6  p.p.m. 
to  204.8  p.p.m.  and  the  Suspended  Solids  range  being  from  4.0 
p.p.m.  to  83.0  p.p.m. 

All  the  above  samples  will  be  I'epeated  during  the  following 
year.

POLLUTION  OF  CULVERTEI)  WATERCOURSE  TO  FORESHORE 
AT  FERRYDEN,  CRAIG. 

Following  complaints  that  the  culverted  watercourse  on  the 
east  of  Usan  Road.  Craig,  was  being  polluted  with  drainage  from 
a farm  and  causing  offensive  discharges  on  the  foreshore,  west 
of  Ferryden  Village  Pier  the  matter  was  finally  resolved  by  the 
remaining  farm  drain  connection  into  the  culvert  being  discon-

nected  and  a new  4”  drain  laid  and  connected  to  the  farm  drain- 
age system  discharging  into  the  Special  District  Sewer. 

Pollution  of  Barrie’s  Burn.  Brechin. 

The  flow  of  water  discharging  from  the  culvert  mouth  of  the 
Barrie’s  Burn,  Brechin  at  the  West  Den  of  Leuchland  appeared  to 
be  grossly  polluted  by  the  dust  extraction  plant  of  an  Asphalte 
Manufacturing  Company  and  a sample  of  water  was  taken  and 
submitted  for  analysis.  The  report  was  very  unsatisfactory  and 
following  representations  to  the  Company,  shallow  lagoons  were 
formed.  A further  sample  of  the  water  was  taken  and  the  result 
showed  a marked  improvement. 


OTHER  GENERAL  INFORMATION 
COMPLAINTS 


Pollution  from  Knackery. 

On  1st  May,  1962,  a farmer  complained  about  the  condition 
of  a ditch  passing  through  his  farm.  On  investigation  this  pollution 
was  traced  to  a Knackery. 

At  this  Knackery,  condemned  meat  is  treated  in  digestor 
plants.  It  was  found  that  a fault  had  developed  in  one  of  the 
digestors  and  that  steam  at  80  lb.  per  sq.  inch  pressure  had  been 
escaping  into  the  inner  cooking  chamber  and  had  been  blowing  fat 
and  other  organic  matter  into  condensing  equipment.  This  resulted 
in  the  condensor  water,  some  of  which  discharges  into  the  ditch, 
becoming  grossly  polluted. 

The  digestor  has  now  been  repaired  and  all  the  contaminated 
cooling  water  has  been  removed  from  the  pond.  The  pond  is  being 
increased  in  size  and  when  this  has  been  completed  samples  of  the 
recirculating  water  will  be  taken  to  see  what  treatment,  if  any, 
is  required  before  discharge  to  the  watercourse. 

The  ditch  is  still  showing  signs  of  pollution  and  is  likely  to 
remain  in  this  condition  until  there  is  sufficient  rainfall  to  flush 
it  out. 

Two  complaints  were  made  of  the  destruction  of  fish  life  in 
two  watercourses.  On  investigation  the  results  of  the  first  com- 
plaint were  inconclusive,  the  reports  from  the  Freshwater  Fisheries 
Laboratory,  suggesting  the  possibility  of  cyanide  poisoning  of  the 
fish. 

The  second  complaint  concerns  a lade  within  Brechin  Burgh 
and  is  still  being  investigated.
